DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

I. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

A. Claims 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kono, 
US No. 2002/0130469 ("Kono"). 

i. In Short, Kono discloses a brush seal (Fig. 1) comprising a side plate (8). There 
is a back plate (9) having a perimeter (FIG. 2). There is a bristle ring (4) disposed 
between the side plate and the back plate (FIG. 2). There is a plurality of fasteners (15). 
securing the back plate to the side plate and pressing the back plate and the bristle ring 
against the side plate (FIG. 2). 

ii. The side plate (8) is annular in shape and includes a plurality of apertures (1 6) 
adapted to receive a plurality of fasteners. 

iii. The back plate (9) includes a recess for receipt of the bristle ring. The side plate 
includes a recess forming a pinch point (5a). 

iv. The plurality of fasteners is threaded (see FIG. 10, showing 13 fastened to 15, 
arrangement necessarily has threads).
